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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stein 
(US Patent 5,957,176) or Qvart (US Patent 4,932,813). 

The device of Stein or Qvart reads on the structural limitations of the claims 
including the shank with a tapering shank section and widened shank section (14 or 12), 
a holder (4 and 5 or 16), a front contact face (9 or 15 ) and rear contact face (15 or 14). 
It should be noted that the Examiner takes the position that the cutter insert of Stein or 
Qvart is the same material thickness at the cutter head and shank and the functional 
limitations of claims 7 and 14 are capable of be performed by the device of Stein or 
Qvart. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Clemenson (US Patent 4,759,394). 
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Clemenson teaches in the figures most of the elements of the claimed invention 
except for an additional insert. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate an additional insert, since it 
has been held that mere duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves 
only routine skill in the art. St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8.
